Scorr PARTIN—AN ORGANIZED 
Puxsutt—HE IS SEEN ON SUNDAY 
AND Firep Upon BUT HAS SO FAR 
CaPrrure.—For some two 
weeks there has been an organized 
force in Panther Branch Township, 
thescene of the Scott Partin wife 
murder, in search of the murderer, 
it being confidently believed that he 
was still lurking in the neighbor 
hood where the infamous deed had 
been committed. Severul times last 
week he wus thought to have been 
seen and his footprints diseovered, 
and night a man supposed to 
be Partin was allowed to escape from 
three of the watchers who came upon 
him. These facts redoubled the en- 
ergies of the searching party, who 
are determined to bring him to jus- 
tice at any personal sacrifice, and on 
Saturday he was chased to a point 
near Holly Springs, some 6 miles 
distant from his usual haunts. On 
Sunday information was obtained 
that be was again in the vicinity, the 
swamps and thick woods affording 
him excellent retreats, and a party of 
some thirty persons attempted to sure 
round the place he was thought to be, 
Partin, however, discovered the ob- 
jeetand made his escape from his 
cover, and in running out was seen 
and reeognized by balf-do- 
ven of the party and fired upon, 
but again he made good his 
escape, although hotly pursued, the 
thick woods atlording him that pro- 
tection so necessary to prevent cap- 
ture. 

There is every reason to believe 
that he cannot much longer avoid 
capture, as some 200 men are organ - 
ized to accomplish such a result. In 
addition to the $400 reward offered 
for the murderer by the State, the 
citizens of that community have rais_ 
ed a purse of $400 for the same pur- 

se, 

P.S.— We learn the search was 
continued yesterday, there being a 
deep-seated determination by the cit- 
izens to bring Partin to justice. ‘The 
difficulty in his capture seems to rest 
in the fact that he is being befriend- 
ed by a number of parties, and has 
for his retreat a heavy thicket and 
swamp some miles in extent. The 
Governsr will be asked to-day to give 
such farther aid as may be in his 
power. 

There is said to be with him at 
present in his hiding place a man 
named James Smith, who on 
the 26th of last September killed in 
the same neighborhood a white wo- 
man named Hepsy Aun Austin, and 
who has since been hiding from jus- 


tice.

Rocky Mount, N. C., Aug. 2. 

Messrs. Editors:—You published a 
short account of the shooting affray 
between W. P. Williamson of the 
Tarboro . outherner, and Alex. Me- 
Cabe, ex-Senator, present Register of 
Deeds, and now candidate for the 
Convention on the Republican ticket 
in Edgecombe. 

The facts seein to be these as relat- 
ed to me by Maj. J. J. Yates, who 
had it from Mr. Cordon, the witness: 

McCabe passed Williamson, who 
Was talking with some gentlemen in 
front of Staton’s drug store on Fri- 
uay evening last, and requested an 
interview, Both passed through the 
store, McCabe calling on Mr. Cordon, 
the clerk, to go with them. McCabe 
demanded to know of Williamson if 
he intended a certain article in the 
last issue of the Southerner 
for him? Williams replied that he 
intended it for the party. He again 
demanded “do you intend it for me?" 
With alike answer. Mr. Cabe then 
collared Williams with his left and 
struck him in the face with his right 
hand. Cordon caught Williamson, 
who drew his pistol with a disentan- 
gled hand and shot McCabe Jin the 
face, the weapon being within a foot 
of the wound. The ball struck just to 
the right of the nose, passed laterally 
through, turned up transyersing the 
corner of the lefteye and lodging in 
the brow. The hurt was not serious 
and both parties were bound in {the 
sum of two hundred dollars to Keep 
the peace.

TERRIBLE RESULTS OF A STROKE 
or LIGHTNING—Twe WOMEN KILL-

Soon after 
a bolt of lightning’ came into 
the church in some unexplained 
manner and striking in a cirele of 
the darkies, killed two women and 
prostrated to the floor some seventeen 
other men and women, all greater or 
less injured. The injured parties 
were tot removgd until yesterday, 
some of them > che almost wholiy 
recovered, while others were still 
suffering greatly from the injuries 
received, 

No trace of the lightning could be 
seen upon the building, as to where 
it entered, and it issupposed the elec- 
tricity must have pas-ed through the 
window with the terrible re u'ts 
stated, or thremgh a hole in the roof 
rnade for a stove pipe,

The Death of Gen. Pickett. 

It is with deep regret that we an- 
nounce toour readers the death of 
Major-General Geo, E. Pickett, a re- 
gret that will be shared, not only by 
his fellow-citizens of Virginia, but 
by the people of the South, in whose 
cause he rendered such gallant ser- 
vice, and by all men who appreciate 
the bravery of the soldier and the de- 
votion of the patriot. 

It was his fortune to bear a con- 
spicuous part in the stuggie which 
was so long and so gloriously main- 
tained in behaif of the Confederacy, 
and none of the many efficient or- 
ganizations of the armies of the Lost 
Cause made for themselves a more 
glorious record than that which be- 
longs to “Pickett’s Men.’ How 
well he deserved the fame which fell 
to him as commander of that splen- 
did division of Virginians is best 
shown by the implicit faith his offi- 
cersand men reposed in his judg- 
ment and courage. In the words of 
one whe served throughout the war 
with them, ‘‘He possessed in a re- 
markable degree the eonfidence of 
his men, aswell as of his superior 
officers, Wheneverthere was heavy 
work to be done, these officers knew 
thal they could depend upon Pickett 
to do it; und he always felt conscious 
that his men would follow him, even 
into the jaws of death.” 

His persona! gallantry was beyond 
ull praise, and was conspicuously 
illustrated upon every occasion that 
permitted it. Attheage of twenty- 
two he was thrice’ brevetted durivg 
the Mexican war ‘for distinguished 
gallantry and meritorious conduct,” 
at Contrerai, Cherubusco and Chap- 
ultepee. Seriously wounded at 
Gains’ Mill, he still led his brigade 
in one of the most desperate charges 
of the war, which swept the enemy 
from McClellan’s last stronghold and 
‘drove him tothe flatsof the Chick- 
rhominy.”’ Butit was the ever 
memorable day of July 3d, 1863, that 
covered Pickett and Pickett’s men 
with imperishable glory, and linked 
their name with the noblest and the 
saddest story of Confederate achieve- 
ments. Thatday rose bright and 
stniling on the buoyant hopes ofa 
brave army till then victorious over 
all opposition, and full of confidence 
in coming victory. It witnessed an 
assault which for desperate daring 
has rarely been equalled in the wars 
of nations, wWheu from the hill which 


they had occupied, down _ its 
descent, and up to the en- 
emy’s front full half a mile 


of open and exposed ground, amid 
the iron hail of two hundred cannon 
belching shot and canister and 
schrapuel, and the leaden rain poured 
out from the massed infantry that 
thickly lined the crest of Cemetery 
Ridge, Pickett with Kemper, and 
Garnett, and Armstead, led his d- 
vision, a forlorn hope, forty-five hun- 
dred men, against the concentrated 
strengthof the Federal army. No 
grander sight ever fascinated the gaze 
of military men than that of those 
noble heroes charging in steady and 
broken line of battle, through smoke 
and fire and death, up that fatal hill, 
to and over the breatsworks that lined 
it, overtwo lines of guns, over two 
lines of infantry, up to the very 
brow of the hill, up to the very verge 
of victory. Iut, alas! it might not 
be, valor had done its utmost, it was 
not fated that they should win, then 
and there, another independence 
day. Unsupported, broken,  dis- 
rupted, scattered, the survivors who 
reached the crest found themselves 
but the skeleton of the division that 
but a few minutes berore had so 
marehed down the opposite 
descent; while around them closed 
countless masses of hostile infantry 
add on them was concentrated 
the fire of a dozen batteries; and then 
commenced the retreat, from which 
emerged but one fourth of the com- 
mand betore the charge. That charge 
has gone into history a testimony to 
the valor of Confederate soldiers, that 
will never fade. 

And the fame ofthe men that made 
it, is known throughout the world. 
Like the charge of the six hundred 
at Balaklava, like the charge of the 
[rish Brigade at Federicksburg, like 
the charge of Mahone’s Brigade at 
the Crater, it was a deed of desperate 
valor that not alone a country, but 
the world is proud of, and the men 
that did it will live in story as long:s 
brave deeds are appreciated and de- 
voted patriotism admired, 

But a few days ago the ventral fig- 
ure of that story lived and walked 
upon our streets. Now he is gone, 
aud the name of Pickett is added to 
the list of our dead heroes. So, one 
after another they go, one after an- 
other pass over the river and rest un- 
det the shade. One after another 
leave the scenes of their glory and 
the land of theirlove. But they do 
not pass into oblivion. No! the world 
honorsthem with its praise, theSouth 
embalms them in its tears. Virginia 
lays her Lee, her Jackson, her Gar- 
nett, her Armistead, her Piekett, in 
her own bosom, and points her 
younger children to their example, as 
onee she pointed themto her Wash- 
ington’s. 

Tur GrowinGa Tornacco Cror.— 
The recently published returns of the 
agricultural department of the pros- 
pects of the growing tobacco crop 
not only make a great deal better 
showlng than theshort crop of last 
year, but they also exceed the very 
good crop of 1875. In Kentucky, 
where the greater portion of the to- 
bacco is grown, the indications are 
that there will be a twelve per cent. 
better yield than in 1873. ‘Tobaceo is 
an article that we export largely to 
Europe; in fact the world is practi- 
eally dependent upon the United 
States and Cuba for it. A good to- 
bacco crop means a large export to 
Europe, and this will tend to assist 
the reviyal of trade.

yeace of the state jeopardized by some 
harsh and Uneoostitutional action on the 
part of the LUnitedStates authorities. 
roar no vonger exists, We now have every 
assurance that the Constitution of the 
nited States will be observed by the ofti- 
cers ol the Government, snd feelasatis!.ec- 
faction im announcing to you that the 
tine jas at last arrived when the offici Is 
at Washington City coneede that the peo- 
pleot North Carolina have the same right 
their local concersas which the 
citizens of other States enjoy. Wecan pro- 
ceed to perfeet our 
Constitution aud remodelitin the ipter- 
esis of our people, 
TILE CONSTICCTION, THE CREATURE OF MIL- 

ITARY LAW. 

This Constitution, the creature of Mil- 
itary dietation, was born in the throes ofa 
Military reconstruction, Its authors were 
mainty Selolists and adventurers who lad 
lived gmong us without preferment, or 
possessed ef qualifiertious entitling them 
to it: others wereour recent tiaves, Who 
had known no law savethbe will of their 
masters, aud others siili were carpet bag- 
vers, both biack and white—alien in feeling 
and Redicalin bduecation—who sought poe 
sitions herethat were denied them wiere 
And 
when their work was submitted tothe peo- 
ple atthe polls, thonsands of our best citt- 
yens were deprived ofthe right of voting 
upon itjand over eighty thousand igne- 
rant negrocs were giventhe ballot tosecure 
its adoption. It is no exaggeration to say 
that not oue person tn ten whe voted for it 
eould read the ins rument, und not one in 
fifty bod read iter was even moderate'y 
familiiar with its provisions, and many 
gave it their support believing it would be 
merely temporary, and to escape further 
agitation snd revolution It is natural 
there'ore thata Constitution thus tormed 
aodadoptedshou! be foundmansuttedtoour 
eondition, and that we should embrace the 
earliest opportunity consistent with rea- 
son and prudence to seeure such changes 
aS timeand experience have shown to be 
necessary. organic law should be ex- 
pressed tn language clear, simple and per- 
spicuous, So thatnothing may be left to 
inference or constractic nh; our rights, so 
precise y defined asto be co. prehended 
by allmen of ordinary intelligence; and 
ench department of thegovernmenatshould 
beso restricted, that while treeto d's- 
chatge tis appropriate duties it cannot by 
unwarranted encroachments embarrass 
the proper action of others, 


THE CONSLITUTION UNSUILTED TV OUR CON- 
DITION, 


That the Constitutton contains some good 
provisions no one denies; It would be sin- 
vularifitdad d not,butitsabominuable char- 
Acteristies were So Mianifest Lhatl not a sin- 
gie Conservative member of the Conven- 
tion that passed it could be induced toafix 
hissignature to it, as a tit instrument tobe 
subtmnitted tothe people. Indeed its provi- 
sions are so ioose worded and so badly 
arranged as to eoustitute bat a medley of 
ineonsistencies tht defles the suceessful 
construction of the courts; in fact, to re- 
cs arising frona ils prac- 
Workings, court bas in in- 
stances been driven to supply omissions, 
and ip others to introduce «a new principle, 
h.therte unknown lan the judicial history 
of our State, distinguished as “judicial leg- 
islation,”’ an innovation anti-republican 
iu character and invasive of the rights and 
duties of a separate department, [ts 
vi-ions are so obscure that within the brier 
space of its existence many more dccisions 
oa constitational questions have been ce- 
manded than in the entire previous histo- 
ry oi the State—and of late we have wit- 
nessed the extraordinary spectuc.e of two 
sets of judges in both thesecond.nd eighth 
Jodicia!l Districts, couten ding for the saine 
pos tion, one of which el i ving to hold by 
anappointment from the Governor tora 
period of ten years,an office that the Cone 
siitution Seems to say ts to be filed by the 
people at ihe polis,and who.e term is exe 
pressed to b oniy eight years, 

In many couailes, there is a practical de-

expensiveand ansa isfactory, and persons 
accused of crimioal oileuses ore lien Cone 
fined montis without trial, Weneeda 
speedier justice and a less expensive judi- 
Clary system. We should abolish every 
useiess whieh Is now flied by a mere 
comsurier; forouls by atigiiand prudeut 
inour public as wellos private 
aiTaiis, can We hope to re tore theS ate to 
prosperity. Lt isbeleved thatthe laws will

It is also hoped that a greater incentive 
to honesty and a purification of the ballot 
bow might result from depriving those who 
are convictes! of infamous crimes of the 
eiective franchise.

CAREFUL SELECTION OF DELFGATES, 


AS to the specific changes that onght to 
be made, these are to be considered by the 
citizens of the various counties, whoshou d 
be careful to select as delegates those who 
will properly reflect their wishes Men of 
enlarged and practical statesmanship, 
spothess integrity, representatives of all 


classes of society, ami whose positions 
among them will entitle them their 
Isbors to confidence and support — 


and in their hands they certainly c:u more 
sately confide their rights (han im the Con- 
vention of Ise. 

METHODS OF CHANGE, 


Of the two methods preser) bed for chang- 
ing the Constitution, that by legistative 
enactment is expeasive, uncertain and 
dangerous; the several amendments re- 
cen ly submitted to and ratified by the peo- 
ple encountered the greatest dieulties in 
their passage, and even after the will of 
the peopre wes declared in their favor by 
over 40.000 majotity, serious apprehensions 
were cntertained as to whetuer they were 
prc perly adopted; again, legislatois when 
possessed of qualifications for saci: duties, 
ure encumbered with humerous 
aud canuot bring that attention to each 
provision presented for consideration, 
without meeting Sach criticisins as may 

nperti their labors, 

"rhe Convention method fis speedy and 
ecopomical, the body is composed only of 
ihe same number of members as comprise 
the House of Representatives, and thetr 
minds are d.rected alone to constitutional 
reforms and ibeir work may be completed 
and ratified, if necessary, in six wonths, 
As to expenses that may be incurred, itis 
helieved they will be more than defrayed 
in a short time by the reforms that will be 
ugurated, 
"The restrictions imposed by the Legisla- 
ture, fully and ampiy secure the Ifome- 
stead, Mechanics Lien, Kignts of warried 
women, and Personal Liberty, and should 
quiet the fears of the most timid, for they 
are recognized as of binding efficae y 
are cuiefly enjoyed by, the friends o Cone 
siitutional Reform. Indeed they were in- 
corporated inthe bill mainly to remove 
parlizan clamor,and anticipate scrupulous 
agitation, ‘bey are not the property of a 
» ere party, bat had their origin in the ne- 
cessi lies of Civiiized society and were found 
among the statuies of various States pre- 
viuus to the war. 
QUALIFICATIONS OF DELEGATES, 

It is useless, however, to seek toquiet the 
mere eaviller; the keen optics of some per- 
sons defy ail law. The mere fact that the 
honor of the best men in the State is pledg- 
ed to their preservation, should satisfy 
every reasonable voter, This ¢ jonvention 
is called in pursuance of law, and each del- 
egate before “he shall be permitted 10 sit, 
to be entitled to aseat in said Convention 
o:act as delevate thereto,” shall swear to 
observe these“; estrictions” (see acts 1874-5.) 
Should a part comply and part refase to 

ake this oath, oniy those who obey the 
jaw are raembers of the body, nor are we 
without precedents; similar oath was re 
quired of the members of the “restricted 

‘onvention”’ of 18%5, the same question was 
raised, and site: debate all the members 
ook the oath and observed the restrictions, 
and thatina time of high part’ exc te- 
ment. Jn that diseussion the distinguished 
Judge Gaston used the following language: 
“The State Legislature had indeed no au- 
thority to impose an oath upon the mem- 


bers of the Convention, but the peopie had 
ra ‘fled the act cf the Legis!ature by choos- 
tum Celevgates under it. af wo transeend the 
limits or retuse obdedier ce to the eondi- 
tions therein preseribed we are not the 
Convention calied by the people, but a self 
coustituted body ;"’ these views were con- 
curred in by Macon, Edwards, Morehead, 
andotbers, We Wall dismiss the sebjeet, 
however, by cailing aitentiion to the able 
work of Juive Jen.eson ou constitution- 
al Conventions,” where, by argumenta d 
the cases cited by him in relation to this 
tuntter, he demonstrated that Coventions 
are bound to obey the restcietlons 1m posed 
by the Legisinture in the Act culling the 
Convention,

NOON DISPATCHES. 


Fioods in the West—Great Damage 
Anticipated. 

Sr. Louis, Aug. 2.—The rain con- 
tinued throughout Saturday night 
and up to noon yesterday. The 
mercury fell to sixty degrees. Four 
of the principal railroads running 
East from this city are either flooded 
in p'aces or dama so that trains 
cannot run and mostof the railroads 
in this State are in similar condition. 
Up to last night the river had risen 3 
feet since Saturday night and was 
still rising at the rate of 2 an 
hour. Accounts from the upper Mi:- 
sissippi, Missouri and Illinois say 
that all the rivers are rising rapidly 
and the tributaries within two hun- 
dred miles of here are all greatly 
swollen, many of them pouring out 
in Dispatches from various 
parts in this State say that immense 
damage has been done to the crops 
and farm property generally. 

In Spring River bettom a'one the 
damage suffered by the farmers is es- 
timated at $1,500,000. The Osage, 
Laurine and Blackwater rivers are 
higher than ever before and in fact 
all the streams in the State are at 
flood height and causing great des- 
truction of property. 


The rail s are also suffering 
s:riously from  wasi.-»uts, the 
loss of bridges and overflows. 


Trains are badly delayed or stopped 
entirely, Theturn pike roads are 
also being washed away in places and 
bridges destroyed. Travel of ail 
kinds is impeded; probably there 
was Dever so Widely extended dam- 
age by rain in the State. 


The O’VConnell Centenary Domonse- 
tration Causing much Feeling. 
Lonpon, Aug. 2.—The O'Connell 

centenary demonstration is assum- 
ing unexpected political and diplom- 
atic significance, embrrassing to the 

Liberals, Home Rulers and the Gov- 
ernment. The Lord “yn og of Du- 
blin, supposed to be at the instiga- 
tion of the wily Cardinal Cullen, a 
pure churchman caring nothing for 
the memory of O’Connell, has given 
the affiir an ultramontane character, 
offensive alike to the Irish and Eng- 
lish liberals, the Protestant nobie- 
men, the Home Rulers and Fenians, 
The invitations were only extend- 
ed to the Catbolic laymen and Bishops 
of England, France and Germany, 
which hasdrawn an indignant protest 
from one of the Irish press, who 
claims thatthe Lord Mayor is un- 
authorized to use his oftice fora purely 
Cathelie — The Home Rul- 
ers and Fenians will probablyhave 
an independent celebration in honor 
of the liberator. They cannot co- 
operate in an ultramontane move- 
ment without endangering the liberal 
alliance and alienating the protest- 
ants who sympathize with home rule 
principles. 

Sir Henry James, Sir Wm. Harcourt 
and other advanced liberals sorrow- 
fully oppose the demonstration, 
Although admirers of O'Connell's 
career, they do not want identifica- 
tion with an anti-Bismarck demon- 
stration, because if the Lord Mayor 
expressed sympathy with the im- 
prisoned Bishop it will give Bis- 
marek a chance to complain that 
Englishmen are open sympathizers 
witha moveme .t hostile to German 
unity. 


President Grant Announces Officiale 
ly the Death of ex-President Johne 
son. 


WASHINGTON, August 2 —The fol- 
lowing executive order has been is- 
sued: 

WASHINGTON, July 3ist, 1875. 

It becomes the painful duty of the 
President to announce to the people of 
the United States the death of An- 
drew Johnson, the last survivor of 
his honored predecessors, which oc- 
curred in Carter county, East Tenne- 
see, atan early hour this morning. 
The solemnity of the occasion which 
called him to the Presidency, with 
the varied natureand length of his 
public services, will cause him 
to be long remembered and occasion 
mourning for the death of a distin- 
guished public servant. As a mark 
of respect for the memory of the de- 
ceased, it is ordered that the Execu- 
tive Mansion and the several depart- 
ments of the government at Wash- 
ington be draped in mourning until 
the close of the day designated for his 
funeral, and that all public business 
be suspended on that day. It is fur- 
ther ordered that the War and Navy 
Departments cause all honors to be 
paid on the occasion to the memory 
of the illustrious dead.

An order was issued to-day by 
Commodore Ammen,*: Acting Secre- 
tury of the Navy, directing in pursu- 
ance of the President’s order an- 
nouncing the death of ex-President 
Johnson, that the ensign at each na- 
val station and of eack vessel of the 
United States Navy in commission 
be hoisted at half-mast from sunrise 
to sunset and that a gun be fired at 
intervals of every half hour from sun- 
rise to sunset at each naval station 
and on board of flag-ships and of ves- 
sels acting singly on the day of the 
funeral, when this order may be re- 
ceived in time, otherwise on the day 
after its receipt. The officers of the 
Navy and Marine Corps will wear 
the usual badge of mourning attached 
to the sword hilt and on the left arm 
for the period of thirty days. 


The Floods inthe West. 

WASHINGTON, August 2, 7:50 p.m. 
—-A special river report says that dur- 
ing the past twenty-four hours the 
Ohio river has riseu three feet anda 
half at Pittsburgh;7 feet andahalf 
at Cineinnati; three feet at Louis- 
ville. Dangerous floods will prob- 
ably oceur between Louisyille aud 
Pittsburgh. The Mississippi has 
risen three feet at St. Louis, aud five 
inches at Catia and fallen pine ineh- 
esat Keokuk. The wlleghany and 
Monagahela river have risen rapidly. 
The Missouri and Red rivers have 
changed butslighdy. The Cumber- 
land has fallen fourteen inches at 
Nashville. Very heavy rains have 
fallen during the past twenty-four 
hours in the regions of the Ohio val- 
ley and eastward tothe Atlantic 
coast. 

CINCINNATI, Aug. 2.—Dispatch 
from Athens, Ohio., says the Hock- 
ing Valley is completely submerged. 
The river is within three inches of 
the greatest freshet ever known. The 
crops are a total lores. Reports of other 
losses come in constantly. Notrains 
were run on the Hocking Valley Rh. 
R. to-day. Water is over the track of 
the Marietta & Cincinnati R. R. 
below town, where two trains are 
blockaded, one a passenger train full 
of people standing completely issolat- 
ed for sometime. The loss at Salina 
Salt Mines will be heavy. The 
bridge on the Marietta & Cincinnbats 
Road west of here is gone. The heavy 
bridges are standing the train well. 


Crop Reports. 
New ORLEANS, Aug 2.—The Com- 
mittee on Information and Siatistics 
of the Cotton Exchange of this cily 
report for July the weather generally 
good in Loulsiana; the stands are 
venerally good and better than last 
year, the plant is blooming and boil- 
ing well, labor eflicient, and the pres- 
ent condition of the crop much better 
than that of last year. 

The reports from Mississippi show 
that the character of the matter for 
the past has been mainly favorable, 
with some complaints of too much 
rain and others of a wantof it. Tu 
some sections the plant is too large 
and growing too fast to fruit well. 
Some few complaints of boll worms 
Stands are generally good and labor- 
ers working well.

Cotton on up- 
lands is reported as suffering from 
incessant showers running to weeds. 


Heavy and damaging rains have 
revailed in central and Northern 
inois and in some portions of lowa 

during the last two days, almost en- 
tirely destroying the crops in some 
of the lowland sections, and even the 
highlands have suffered to some ex- 
tent. ‘The railroads have been wash- 
ed out at some points, but no serious 
accidents are repotted as yet.
